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VICTORIAN LOCAL GOVERNMENT AMALGAMATIONS 1994-95: 
CHANGES TO THE AUSTRALIAN STANDARD GEOGRAPHICAL CLASSIFICATION 


The aim of this paper is to provide an outline of the 
changes that have been madc to Local Government Area 
(LGA), Statistical Local Arca (SLA), and other ABS 
spatial unt boundaries since | July 1994 following the 
review of Local Government by the Victorian State 
Government. 


This paper is a prelude to the more detailed Australian 
Bureau of Statistics (ABS) Australian Standard 
Geographical Classification (ASGC) (Edition 2.5) 
(Catalogue No. 1216.0) which is planned for release in 
September 1995. 


An LGA represents the whole, undivided geographical 
area of responsibility of an incorporated Local 
Government Council, An SLA serves as the smallest 
spatial unit for the coding, compilation and publication of 
economic. social and demographic data, except for data 
collected in population censuses. All other standard 
geographic areas. such as Statistical Divisions (SDs). 


Statistical Subdivisions (SSDs), Statistical Regions (SRs) 
and Statistical Districts (S Dists), are aggregations of 
SLAs. 


Some information is already available from the ABS 
based on the new LGAs and SLAs. 1991 Population 
Census Profiles of the new areas can be produced on 
request. Estimated Resident Population information is 
also available for the new LGAs for 1994, and will be 
available backcast to 1986. 


Summary of Geographic Changes 


lt. Local Government Areas 

in the past two ycars the changes to Local Government in 
Victoria have been exiensive. Victoria now has 78 
LGAs. compared with 210 at the beginning of the 
process of restnicture (See Table I}. Most changes go 
well bevond boundary adjustments or amalgamation of

smaller LGAs.. The extent of the changes has meant that 
most LGAs have names unrelated to the previously 
existing LGAs. Table 2 lists the new SLAs. within 
LGAs, with their concordant 1994 SLAs. 


For further detail on the changes made to Victorian Local

2. ~ Statistical Local Areas 

SLAs have been defined within the new LGAs. Some 
SLAs equate with LGAs, but in most cases LGAs are now 
divided into two or more SLAs. In many cases these 
SLAs are identical in area to the old LGAs (and SLAs} to 
maintain continuity of geographical statistics. but in other 
cases the new SLAs are amalgamations of entire or part 
LGAs/SLAs. depending on the need for stattstical 
information expressed by users. Table 2 provides a 
concordance between 1995 and 1994 SLAs: Table 3 
shows the new ASGC Detailed Main Structure for 
Victoria, that 1s, Statistical Divisions (SDs), Statistical 
Subdrvisions (SSDs) and SLAs. 


3. Statistical Divisions 

The boundaries of all Victorian SDs (apart from 
Off-Shore Arcas & Migratory) have undergone change, to 
include whole LGAs wherever possible. Melbourne SD 
has had minor adjustments only to exclude small parts of 
Werribee City (C) (to Central Highlands). Eltham Shire 
(5S), Healesville (S) and Whittlesea (() (to Goulburn) and 
Cranbourne (C) (to Gippsland). The part of the SD 
boundary passing through the previous Upper Yarra (S) 
has been retained, resulting in the new Yarra Ranges (S) 
being partly in Melbourne and part!y in Gippsland. 


Description of changes made to other SDs: 


Barwon:  fncludex Southern Rural (S} - West (from 
Central Highlands): minor adjustments with Western 
District. 


Western District: Excludes part of Glenelg (S) (to 
Wimmera). Other minor adjustments with Barwon and 
Wimmera. 


Central Highlands: Excludes Southern Rural (3) - West 
(to Barwon). part of Talbot & Clunes (S) (to Loddon). 
includes part of Kyneton (S) (from Loddon-Campaspe): 
minor adjustments with Melbourne and Wimmera. 


Wimmera: Includes Karkarooc (8) (froin Mallee): part 
of Glenelg (S) (from Western District): excfudes most of 
Donald (S) (to Mallee): other minor adjustments with 
Mallee. Western District. and Central Highlands. 


Matlee: Excludes Karkarooc (S} (to Wimmera), includes 
Charlton (S) and the major part of Cohuna (8) (from 
Loddon-Campaspe}: the major part of Donald (S), and a 
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small part of Kara Kara (8) (from Wimmera). 


Loddon-Campaspe (renamed Loddon from | July 1993): 
Excludes Chariton (8) and the major part of Cohuna (S} 
(to Mallee): Pyalong (5S), Echuca (C), Rochester (3S). a 
small part of Cohuna (S). a small part of Gordon (5) and 
parts of MclIvor (to Goulburn): part of Kyneton (S) (to 
Central Highlands): inciudes part of Talbot & Clunes (S) 
(from Central Highlands}. 


Goulburn: Excludes a small part of Benalla (S)} (to 
Ovens-Murray), inciudes part of Eltham (8S). part of 
Whittlesea (C), and part of Healesville (S) (from 
Melbourne): Pyalong (5S). Echuca (C}. Rochester (5). a 
small part of Cohuna (8). a small part of Gordon (S). and 
parts of Mclvor (S)} (from Loddon-Campaspe). the major 
part of Yarrawonga (5S) (from Ovens-Murray). 


Ovens-Murray: Excludes the major part of Yarrawonga 
(S) (to Goulburn). inefudes part of Benalla (S)} (from 
Goulburn). and a small part of Omeo (S) (from East 
Gippsland). 


East Gippstand: Exctudex a small part of Omeo (5) (to 
Ovens-Murray}, tnciudes Alberton (S), and pari of 
Rosedale (S) (from Gippsland). 


Gippsiand: Excludes Alberton (S), and part of Rosedale 
(S) (to East Gippsland): incivdes a small part of 
Cranbourne (C) (from Melbourne). 


Off-Shore Areas & Migratory: No change. 


4, Statistical Subdivisions 

SSDs have been altered to reflect the changes to LGAs. 
Some haye becn amalgamated or renamed. In the main, 
SSDs in the Melbourne SD and outside the main urban 
areas in the remainder of Victorna, conlain one or more 
whole LGAs. The only LGAs split across SSD 
boundaries from | July 1995 are:

4. Statistical Districts 

In July 1994 the boundary of Ballarat Statistical District 
(S Dist) was redefined to include the whole of Bailarat 
City. There was also a minor amendment to the Geelong 
S Dist boundary. 


LGA changes since July [994 have resulted in the 
following changes: 


La frobe Valley - cniarged to include the whole of the 
new La Trobe (S} with part of Baw Baw (S) and Yallourn 
Works Area. 


Albury-Wodonga - the southern boundary has been 
aligned with the boundary of the new Indigo (S} LGA, 
resulting in a reduction in area. 


There has been no change to the boundaries of Bendige. 
Mildura and shepparton (renamed from 
shepparton-Mooroopna) S Dists, 


6. Statistical Regions 

Statistical Regions equate with one or more SSDs in 
Melbourne SD. and two or more SDs im the Balance of 
Viclona, The changes to these Regions are in line with 
the changes made to the SSDs and SDs. The changes to 
the Statistical Regions will be incorporated in Labour 
Force statistics from September 1997, after the next 
redesign of the Monthly Population Survey using the 
resuits of the 1996 Census of Population and Housing.

Australian Standard Geographical Classification (ASGC) 
(Catalogue No. 1216.0) is planned for release in 
September 1995 and will include changcs to spatial units 
which arc described in this Information Paper. This is 
the main Australia-wide area classification and coding 
scheme for use in classifying statistics by geographical 
areas.

Further Review of Statistical Geography 


AS mentioned previously, the changes and new spatial 
units notificd in this Information Paper are those that 
have taken effect for stalistical purposes from 1 July 
1995. However these spatial units will be subject to 
ongoing review until December 1995. It is expected that 
additionai changes will be introduced from 1 July 1996 as 
a result of this review. 


Victoria's Statistical Geography (1103.2) 


Following these changes, il is envisaged that the ABS 
publication |ictoria’s Statistical Geography (Catalogue 
No. 1105.2) will be updated in 1996. Victoria's 
Statistical Geagraphy was first released in 1993 and 
related (o 1991 Population Census geographic 
boundaries. it included maps of SLAs by SD. SSD. 
Statistical Regions and Statistical Districts and listed 
Census Collection Districts in SLAs. It also included 
maps of Electoral regions, postcode io SLA and SLA to 
postcode listings. and localities within SLAs for the 
Melbourne Statistical Division. 


The update will include the geography to be used in the 
1996 Census of Population and Housing in Victoria. It is 
also expected to include comparisons between the 199] 
and 1996 Census geography.
